LENSLITE IS NAME OF 
NEW LIGHTING FIXTURE 


The Lenslite is the name of a new lighting fixture 
which recently arrived in Richmond from an eastern 
manufacturer but which is nevertheless in a way a 
Richmond product as it is the invention of J. R. 
Cravath, President of the Pioneer Electric Co., and 
Austin M. Cravath, his son. lt is being marked 
nationally by L. Plaut & ‘Co. of New York. This 
fixture or liminaire, (as the lighting men are now 
calling them) is intended to fill a place which has 
not before been satisfactorly filled by any lighting 
appliance. It consists of an, ornamental bow! of 
dense glass for the .general lighting of the room 
by the indirect method. Indirect ligithng is recognis- 
ej as having important advantages because it avoids 
glare ‘but there are time when one wants a strong 
direct light for reading or sewing. 
the Lenslite has a concentrating lens in the bottom 
of the bowl which directs a strong peam of light 
downward immediately under and near the fixture. 
iAt the same time this beam can not shine in the eyes 
of anyone sitting in the room because it has not 
sufficient spread. It is intended especially for small 
homes for use in the living room, dining room, break-
